Engineers talk of the ‘100-year |flood”’. 

“Pioneer newspapers carried ac- 
counts of the flood of 1862 when 
the Tule river changed its channel 
through the Porterville area, and 
when ‘‘a sheet of water covered 
the entire San Joaquin valley.” 

Now comes the flood of Decem- 
ber 5-6-7, 1966, a ‘100-year”’ 
flood, the greatest flood ‘‘of rec- 
ord” and probably comparable to 
the big one of 1862, in so far as 
the Tule river is concerned. 

Springville was hardest hit, 
with probably nine houses in that 
area going down the river. Prob- 
ably 12 or 15 more along the river 
were partially lost and badly dam- 
aged; many others in the River 
road and Pine drive areas were 
hit by muddy flood waters that 
rose higher than in any flood old 
timers can recall. 

Exact figures as to houses lost, 
and figures on property damage 
are not available as we go to press. 

Springville water system went 
out when about 200 feet of flume 
washed away, and it will probably 
be several days before the system 
is back in operation. 

Meanwhile, water is being 
trucked in and also supplied from 
the well on the Springville Ele- 
mentary school grounds. 

Reports coming out of the Tule 
river mountain country indicate 
“unbelievable” amounts of rain 
during the flood period — 35 inch- 
es at Wishon; almost that much 
at Camp Nelson; 10.54 inches at 
Springville; more than 20 inches 
at the PG&E power station at the 
forks of the Tule; 14.83 inches 
during a 24-hour period at Pier-
